April ll .— You will 
doubtless be surprised to learn that 
I am for state-wide prohibition. 
I 
have been identified so long with the 
anti-pros and not 
until I became 
thoroughly convinced that there w as 
so much evil in the saloon and that 
it ought to be banished from the land 
that I became a convert to the cause 
of prohibition. 
I feel that I have a right, therefore, 
to appeal to the anti-prohibitionists, 
as I know* many of them, have talked 
with them and believe that many of 
them are good. true men and chris­ 
tians. 
I feel that they are erring 
christians, but like Paul on his way 
to Damascus, I hope the light will 
appear to them that they may see the 
error of their way. 
Some will say that prohibition is 
undemocratic; one of the fundamental 
principles of democracy is that such 
laws only could be enacted as would 
do most good to the greatest number 
of people, 
lf we lay aside our pre­ 
judices we must admit that the saloon 
is the greatest evil in the slate, aud 
under that principle the enactment of 
a law to prohibit the saloon w*ould 
be the greatest benefit to the greatest 
number of people.

Directions 
For 
Making 
So 
It 
W ill 
Swing True end Latch P ro p erly . 
There are many farmers who prefer 
to use a double gate, and yet there 
are comparatively few who are suc­ 
cessful In hanging these double gates 
80 that they swing true or latch pro­ 
perly, says the Kansas Farmer. 
The 
drawing herewith indicates a method 
by which this may be accomplished 
with very little trouble and absolutely 
accurate results. 
Build the gate all in one structure 
and nail the -crosspieces in place in 
the middle. 
Prop the gate into posi­ 
tion between the two posts* and at­ 
tach the hinges to both ends. 
Be sure 
that the hinges are large enough aud 
strong enough to support the gate 
when in use. It is better to have them 
too large than too small. 
After the 
gate has been attached to the hinges 
at both ends saw it in two, as shown 
In the drawing, and the work Is done.

HUO, are cotton, corn, wheat, oats, hay, 
rice, potatoes, etc. 
Cotton as the lead­ 
ing product is far ahead of its rivals. 
Corn occupies second place without 
challenge. 
W heat and oats have been 
disputing for third place, hut the sep­ 
aration this year Is so pronounced that 
there can he no longer any contro­ 
versy over their respective positions. 
An examination of our cereal prod­ 
ucts dispels the idea that Texas is a 
one-crop state. 
In 1910 we harvested 
233,000,000 bushels of grain. Although 
a bushel of oats weights less than a 
bushel of any other grain, yet there 
is som e significance in the total quan­ 
tity of all cereals produced. Our cereal 
belt is following closely behind 
the 
plow as it turns the virgin soil, and 
we have so far found no geographical 
limitation placed upon it by nature. 
Our corn acreage in 1910 was 8,800,- 
000 and production 181,280,000 bushel* 
and it had a farm value of $114,206,000. 
This corn was raised in 120 days, mak­ 
ing an average production of approxi­ 
mately $1,000,000 per day. We raised 
20-6 bushels per acre at a farm value 
of $12.98 per acre.

Look Out For Cabbage Flies. 
Lettuce, radishes and onions will re­ 
quire careful watching in early spring 
to prevent the ravages of cabbage flies.

TIMELY HINTS 
FOR FARMERS 


Clean the Wood Lot. 
Fuel lit farm wood lots is getting 
more scarce each year, and farmers 
should save every stick possible.

early springtime on dry days we go 
through our wood lot, gather up all 
broken down limits and poles, chop 
them into handy lengths, stack them 
around trees aud stumps or in tepee 
fashion, and when we need dry wood 
for boiling tho spraying solution, m at 
fag soap. butchering or what not. we 
draw this material to the woodshed 
when well dried out*' where it is safe 
in the dry until needed. 
When we 
need a little exercise to keep up our 
appetites we saw some of it up with 
the bucksaw- for cooking purposes,— 
Farm Journal.

Just as soon as spring pigs are a 
day or two old they must be allowed 
to go out of the house and exercise in

After they are a week old 
they should be given the run of the 
grassy lot or pasture with the sow, 
and all through the summer they must 
y be allowed freedom to feed and exer­ 
cise on good range. It is a well known 
fact among stockmen that the cheap­ 
est meat put on an animal is the first 
hundred pounds and that the second 
hundred pounds is put on na#re cheap­

With hogs at the 
present prices of gain the third and 
fourth hundred pounds represent no 
profit.

All breeds of hogs look good wheu 
taken care of, and all of them will 
yield good money if rightly handled. 
Frequent change to fresh pasture is 
one of the best ways to stimulate the 
growth of both the grass and the pigs. 
The mudhole is not a necessary ad­ 
junct to the hog pasture. 
The sani­ 
tary wallow that disinfects the hogs is 
the logical thing.

Take a few minutes some day before 
you want to use the plow and rub it 
sharply with kerosene and lard. 
It 
will start any spots of rust that may 
be on the board ami make the plow 
f*clean" easily when you start out for 
the spring's work. 


SHEEP PAY WELL ON 


THE AVERAGE FARM 


Require little Care and Thrive 


on Fair Pasters. 


After 3*ears of experience with near­ 
ly all kinds of live stock I am thor­ 
oughly convinced that nothing pays 
the average farmer, considering the 
time spent and money invested, like a 
moderate steed flock of coarse or medi­ 
um wooled sheep, say a flock of from 
thirty to fifty good ewes. They require 
very little care, and the returns are 
large, but they will not usually do as 
well in large flocks. One o£ the main 
points Is not to keep them confined too 
closely, 
(Jive them plenty of range 
and never shut the shed door even, in 
winter, writes a Vermont farm er in 
New England Homestead. 
This kind 
of sheep require very little, if any, 
grain, but must have plenty of exer- 
nioA ontff 
oil* 


The average man should plan to 
have his lambs drop about the time the 
sheep go tcigrass or a little after. The 
chances are that they will grow faster 
and bring a better price than early 
iambs, which are liable to get stunted 
before they leaye the barn. Of course 
the dairy business has done and is still 
doing much to increase the farmer’s 
bauk account, but the sheep industry 
will not only do this, but it will help 
solve the hired help question, as they 
require very much less attention than 
cows. 
Now about wool. 
Just use a little 
common sense, that's all. Cut or pull 
the burs in the pasture before they 
mature. If the hay is stored over the 
sheep shed have a tight floor, so the 
seed and dust will not rattle through, 
and always shut them outside when 
you put hay in the racks. Then shear 
before they have been out on grass 
very long. By doing tills one can have 
clean and attractive vfool that any 
buyer 
ill he glad to purchase at the 
top price. 


Clover For Hogs. 
Clover is nearly as good for hogs at 
all seasons as alfalfa. 
While concen­ 
trates, such as shorts, tankage, oil- 
meal. etc., will nearly always cheapen 
and balance a corn or other carbona­ 
ceous ration, it should be borne in 
mind that far the cheapest gains are 
made where pasture is the main bal­ 
ancer. 
Where some of the legumes 
are not found to be adapted rape will 
prove a profitable forage plant, and 
each acre of good rape is worth a ton 
of grain for hog feed. 


Cows Require Much Water. 
A cow in health consumes eight to 
ten gallons of water dally. Every IOO 
quarts of pure milk contains eighty 
quarts of water. This fact shows the 
Importance of an unlimited supply of 
good, clean w ster at all seasons of the 
year.

would at last right their wrongs and 
give them redress for their grievanc­ 
es. 
The cause for which the people 
contend may be summed up in the 
following: 
The abolition of peonage or slav­ 
ery, the right of suffrage, equal and 
just taxation, local self government, 
taxation with 
representatition, the 
education of the peons. 
Juarez was re-elected president of 
Mexico in 1871, being opposed b y 
Diaz and Lerdo de Tejada. 
His re­ 
election was followed by a •small re­ 
volution, headed by Diaz, which oe- 
cured in Oaxca, the native state of 
D iaz. 
This revolution was speedily 
surpressed. 
Juarez conceived great 
things for Mexico, and 
during his 
last adminstration numerous railway 
and telegraph lines were projected. 
But Juarez only had the foundation 
of his great enterprises, which meant 
so much to Mexico, for he died July 
18,1872, only a few months after his 
last election. 
Juarez was succeeded by Lerdo de 
Tejada, president of the 
supreme 
court, who was elected the following 
December. 
Lerdo remained in office 
until 1876, and during his adminstra­ 
tion, the Mexican railway, connecting 
Mexico City and Vera Cruz, was 
built by English capital—the pioneer 
railroad of Mexico. 
In the early 
part of January, 1876, another re­ 
volution headed by Diaz, occured in 
the state of Oxaca, but before it got 
wall underway Diaz was forced to 
leave the county. 
He founded 
an 
asylum in Brownsvill, on the Texas 
"side of the lower R io Grande, and j 
it was there that he organized 
the 
revolution which 
resulted in P resi-; 
dent Lerdo de 
Tejada fleeing 
the 
country and in the “ accession to the 
throne” by Diaz, in November, 18- j 
86. The follow ing year, on May 6, | 
he was 
proclaim ed 
constitutional 
president and continued in office un­ 
til November 1880, when he. was suc­ 
ceeded 
(by 
mutual 
agreemen, 
it 
seems) by Manuel Gonzales who re­ 
mained in office until 
December, 18- 
64, when 
Diaz was 
again 
elected 
president, a position 
he 
has held 
eyer since. 
During his first term of 
office several small revolutions o c ­ 
curred in 
Mexico, 
but 
they 
were 
promptly put down and the leaders 
in each instance shot. 
On regaining the presidency in 18- 
84, the first work of Diaz was the 
4‘strengthening of the central power” 
to be upheld by the m ilitary. 
In 
other words, Diaz became thegovern- 
snent and his word was law. 
Under 
the reign of Gonzales the great in­ 
ternational railroads were built into 
Mexico, and not under Diaz, as many 
now suppose. They may have com­ 
pleted under the reign of Diaz, 
but 
the main portions of the lines were 
built, undor Gonzales, 
between 
the 
years 1880 and 1885. 
Gonzales going 
out of office in December 1884. There 
is n o record that any material d e ­ 
velopment of Mexico took place dur­ 
ing the first term of Diaz, from N ov­ 
ember, 1876 to September, 1880, when 
Gonzales was elected.
